TIio Messrs. Jones were at first rather 
startled by this uncxi>ected proceeding; 
butasihey had, when Uicy received 
their deed from Mr. lagdV executor, 
taken the precaution to hcvie the tide 
to their esUitc examined by a convey- 
aooer, wha had iq^octed that he had 
carried his examination aa tuhiA as 
the begiiuiiiig of the ceutury and had 
found the title perfectly clttr and cor- 
WBct, they took ooarage, add wahed far 
further dev»'l'ipiTi"nt-. It was not long, 
however, before the facts upon which 
the wrk of entry had been fimnded 
were made known.

Peter Rogers had, indecn, been dis- 
seized iu 1800, if not before, by the 
acts of his sister in taking possession of 
and conveying away the estate, but as 
he was anon-compos during the whole 
of his long life, the statute of limita« 
tions did not begin to|run again.et him, 
and his heir in tail, namely, John 
Bogers, the oldest «aa of his then «^ 
cexsed brother, John, was allowed by 
Mass. Gen. iSt., c 154, § 5, ten years 
aflaa'yKXia^>nd4 daadQ'Mbai 
which to bring his action. As these 
ten years did not expire until 1864, 
this action brought in 1^63, waa aa»- 
sonably cofhmenoed; and it was in^aa 
cuted with fcuccesii, judginent.ia bis fiir 
vor having been iMjijpie^^ly^Jfeim' 
Rogers iu 1865. 

The case of Rogers va* Jones was 
naturally a subject of remark among 
the legal profession; and it happened 
to occur to one of the younger mem- 
bers of that professioo that^it would be 
well to iniprov»'i(Nne of \it idle mo- 
ments by studying up the fiMSls of this 
case in tiie Suffolk registries of deetls 
and of probate. Curiosity prompted 
dlii gendemmt O .eitjSnA hk investi- 
gation Ix-yoiid the facts directly in- 
volved in the ca.se, and to trace the 
tiile of Mr. John Buttolph back to an 
earlier date. He found that Mr. But- 
tolph had purdias^ the estate in 1730, 
of oaa Hioaea Johnson, to whom it had 
been conveyed in 1710, by Benjamin 
Parsons. Tlie deed from Parsons to 
Johii-oii, liowever, conveyed the land 
to Johnson, sinp^ jfitbout any men- 
tion of his *1ieirB;'* and the young 
lawyer, having recently read the case 
of Bufiom vs. Hntebinaon, 1 Allen, 
58, pcrodved that Johnson toolc nnder 
this deed onlyalifie estate m the grant- 
ed premises, and that at his death the 
preaiisaa td^rfiM ^ Panona df tf' hia 
heirs. The young lawyer, bcinir <if 
eaterprising spirit, thought it would l)c 
wMl to (dlgw out the investigation 
suggested €y his discovery. He found, 
to hisaofpriae, that Uusea Johnson did 
not die mtM W/dW cMato having, 
in fact, been purchased by him tat a 
residence when he was twentj-one 
years of age and about to be married, 
lie had lived. upon U ^tlla^tJ j«an, 
but had th«i moved Ins rendenee to 
another i)art of the city, and sold the 
estate, as we have seen, to Mr. But- 
tolph. When Mr. Johnson died, in 
1786, «t the age of ninety-seven, it 
chanced that the sole party entitled to 
the reversioa, as heir of Ati^Bada 
Parsons, was a young woman, a grand 
daugliter, aged eighteen, and just mar- 
ried. Theyouagbdy aad har hus- 
band lived, as aiwaatifMa haMWpa, to 
ociebrale tbdr dfaiaeD^ wedding in 
IHdl ,but died during that year. As >he 
had been under the kjgal disability of 
oovettnre flom die daaa iHHaher 
right of entry u{>ou the arialaaa heir 
of Benjamin Parsons, first aaeraed, at 
*e tanBhM*^ «r '«haaaa^ |fc es- 
tate, the provision of the statute of 
limitations, before cited, gave her heirs 
•aa yoMaftalr hartelh. widua wlM 
to bring their actiim. These heirs 
proved to be thrcn; or four people of 
small means, residing iu remote parts 
of the United States. What arrange- 
ments the young lawyer made with 
these parties and also with Mr. John 
Smith, a speculating moneyed man of 
Boston, who was supposed to have fur- 
nished certain necessary funds, he was 
wise enough to keep carefully to him- 
self. Suffice it to say, that in 1869 
an action w;ts brought by the heirs of 
Benjaniiu Parsons to recover from 
Rogers the land which be had just re- 
covered from William and Arther 
Jones. In this action the plaintiffs 
w ere successful, and they had no sooner 
been put in formal posses-sion of the 
estate than they conv(^-ed it, now 
worth a couple of huuilrcd thousand 
dollars, to the aforesaid Mr. John
